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Commies Open 
Offices in 
West Berlin

BERLIN (AP) —The East Ger- 


man Communists today defied the 
West by opening two travel of- 
fices in West Berlin lo issue per- 
mits for entry into the Red part 
of the city. 


The offices were set up at two 


elected railroad stations, the zoo 
and Krcuzberg. The elevated lines 
aro administered throughout the 
city by the Communists 
under 


four-power agreement. 


The West Berlin city 
govern- 


ment had announced the Reds 
would not be allowed lo open 
their offices. A spokesman said 
consultations on what to do about 
Ihe Red move were now being 
hcl^ wilh Ihe 
Allied 
comman- 


dants. 


The lalcsl Red move posed the 


prospect of more trouble in the 
uneasy city. For years there has 
been a running East-West dispute 
over control of the elevated sta- 
tions in the West. 


The Weslern 
powers conlend 


that only the rail tracks arc un- 
der Red administration and that 
the platforms and booking offices 
arttbn Weslern territory. 


As this new incident blew 
up 


the West police were already on 
alert for possible anti-Communisl 
demonstrations. 


A Wesl Berlin police spokesman 


said special precautionary meas- 
ures have been taken for "any 
eventuality."

In the past1, refrigeration 
has 


been necessary if moat was to 
be stored aboard for any length 
of limn. Canned meats were an 
alternate choice, but they could 
be heavy and cans might rust. 
Worse still, moist air might cause 
a paper label to fall off and can- 
opener cookery could become a 
guessing game. 


The meats, usually weigh only 


one-quarter as much as the origi- 
nal products. 


A process that freezes and dries 


the meat at the same time is' 
said to remove 98 per cent of the 
moisture. The result is packaged 
in foil, needs no refrigeration. It 
can be stored for at least a year 
with olher supplies in a galley 
cupboard, under a bunk or even 
in a fishing tackle box. 


So far, beef steaks, boneless 


pork chops, open hearth beef 
stew, rice and chicken dinner, 
chicken stew, ham patty mix and 
cooked scrambled eggs are avail- 
able. To prepare, you soak it in 
water from 3 to 15 minutes, de- 
pending on the item, and then 
cook or fry it. 


The test of food is how it tastes. 


\Ve carried some of the pork 
chops and scrambled eggs in the 
hot glove compartment and then 
the trunk of our car. Then we 
left them aboard the boat a week 
before getting up nerve to try the 
stuff. 


We started with the scrambled 


eggs. No ex-GI would forget the

But these turned out quite well.

months of June, July and August. 


Some fish the year round, in- 


cluding through the ice. Spring is 
an excellent time to try your luck, 
if you don't mind the unpredict- 
able weather. It's at this time that 
the fish move into the shallows 
to feed and spawn. They are eas- 
ier 
to get, especially if they 


school up — as do the walleye, 
white bass, stripers, crappie, blue- 
gill and bream. 


During the summer when the 


water warms, it's best to con- 
centrate efforts in the early morn- 
ing, evening and at night. 


If you don't care for night fish- 


ing, 
try starting about 4 a.m. or 


at daybreak. You'll be surprised 
at the 1 unker-size bass and wall- 
eyes that can be picked up at 
this early hour, especially during 
the symmer. 


Fall fishing improves with the 


cooling waters. Many anglers, un- 
fortunately, put away their tackle 
just Batter Labor Day. This is 
wrong. Game fish, the big ones, 
especially, begin to gorge for the 
winter ahead. 


September, October and Novem- 


ber could be the most productive 
months. 


When the beaver popula- 


tion gets too heavy in certain 
areas, conservationists may 
stage a "beaver lift." The 
most workable method is to 
transport the furry rodents 
by plane and parachute them 
to the site of their new home. 
Released in remote mountain 
areas, a new colony of beav- 
ers is soon building dams to 
their heart's content.
